1. (currently amended) A method of facilitating wireless communication device 
awareness of the availability of new or updated server-side applications, said 
method comprising: 

in response to a new application being made available at a server, automatically 
transmitting a message over a wireless connection to a set of wireless 
communications devices indicating that said new application is available, 

wherein said set of wireless communications devices is a subs e t of an ov e ra l l sot 
one of a pluralitv of predefined groups of multiple wireless communications 
devices in communication with said serve r, said one predefined group being 
selected from said pluralitv. wherein said automaticallv transmitting is onlv 
performed for selected ones of said predefined groups .

3. (currently amended) The method of claim 1 wherein said automaticallv t ransmitting 
is conditional upon said new application being added to a group of applications te 
which acc e ss is provid e d as a whol e associated with the selected one of said 
predefined groups of wireless communication devices .

5. (currently amended) The method of claim 1 wherein said tran s m i tt i ng ic dop o ndont 
upon r e c ei pt of an i ndication from selection of said predefined groups of wireless 
communications devices is performed by a human operator via a graphical user 
Interface in response to said new application being made available at said server.

7. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein said message is an eXtenstible Markup 
Language (XML) message. 

8. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein said message includes a list of applications 
presently available to said set of wireless communications devices. 

9. (currently amended) A server comprising a processor and memory in 
communication with said processor storing machine-executable code adapting said 
server to: 

in response to a new application being made available at said server, 
automaticallv transmit a message over a wireless connection to a set of wireless 
communications devices indicating that said new application is available, 

wherein said set of wireless communications devices is a subset of an ovorall cot 
one of a plurality of predefined groups of multiple wireless communications 
devices in communication with said serve r, said one predefined group being 
selected from said plurality, wherein said automatically transmitting is only 
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performed for selected ones of said predefined groups .

1 1 . (currently amended) The server of claim 9 wherein said automatically transmitting is 
conditional upon said new application being added to a group of applications to 
wh i ch acc ess Is provid e d as a whol o associated with the selected one of said 
predefined groups of wireless communication devices .

13. (currently amended) The server of claim 9 wherein said transm i tting is d o p o nd o nt 
upon rec e ipt of an i ndication from selection of said predefined groups of wireless 
communications devices is performed bv a human operator via a graphical user 
interface in response to said new application being made available at said server.

15. (original) The server of claim 9 wherein said message is an eXtenstible Markup 
Language (XML) message. 

16. (original) The server of claim 9 wherein said message includes a list of applications 
presently available to said set of wireless communications devices. 

17. (currently amended) A machine-readable medium storing machine-executable code 
which, upon execution by a processor of a computing device, causes said device to: 

in response to a new application being made available at a server, automaticallv 
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transmit a message over a wireless connection to a set of wireless 
communications devices indicating that said new application is available, 

wherein said set of wireless communications devices is a subs e t of an overal l cot 
one of a oluralitv of predefined groups of multiple wireless communications 
devices in communication with said serve r, said one predefined group being 
selected from said plurality, wherein said automaticallv transmitting is only 
performed for selected ones of said predefined groups . 

18. (cancelled) 

19. (currently amended) The machine-readable medium of claim 17 wherein said 
automaticallv transmitting is conditional upon said new application being added to a 
group of applications to wh i ch access is provided as a who le associated with the 
selected one of said predefined groups of wireless communication devices .

21. (currently amended) The machine-readable medium of claim 17 wherein sai4 
transm i tting i s dep e ndent upon rec ei pt of an indicat i on from selection of said 

predefined groups of wireless communications devices is performed bv a human 
operator via a graphical user interface in response to said new application being 
made available at said server.

23. (original) The machine-readable medium of claim 17 wherein said message is an 
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eXtenstible Markup Language (XML) message. 

24. (original) The macliine-readable medium of claim 17 wherein said message includes 
a list of applications presently available to said set of wireless communications 
devices. 

25. (currently amended) The method of claim 1 wherein said s e t of wir e l e ss 
communication d e v i c e s one predefined group of wireless communication devices is 
associated with a group of applications and said transmitting is conditional upon said 
new application being added to said group of applications. 

26. (previously presented) The machine-readable medium of claim 17 wherein said 
computing device is said server. 

27. (new) The method of claim 1 wherein one predefined group of said plurality is 
unselected such that said automatically transmitting is not performed for said 
unselected group. 

28. (new) The method of claim 3 wherein each predefined group of said plurality of 
predefined groups of multiple wireless communications devices represents wireless 

communications devices allocated to employees of a distinct department of a business 
enterprise and wherein the applications in said group of applications are ail related to 
one of the distinct departments of said business enterprise. 

29. (new) The server of claim 9 wherein one predefined group of said plurality is 
unselected and such that said automatically transmitting is not performed for said 
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unselected group. 

30. (new) The server of claim 1 1 wherein each predefined group of said plurality of 
predefined groups of multiple wireless communications devices represents wireless 
communications devices allocated to employees of a distinct department of a business 
enterprise and wherein the applications in said group of applications are ail related to 
one of the distinct departments of said business enterprise. 

31 . (new) The machine-readable medium of claim 1 7 wherein one predefined group of 
said plurality is unselected such that said automatically transmitting is not performed for 
said unselected group. 

32. (new) The machine-readable medium of claim 19 wherein each predefined group of 
said plurality of predefined groups of multiple wireless communications devices 
represents wireless communications devices allocated to employees of a distinct 
department of a business enterprise and wherein the applications in said group of 
applications are all related to one of the distinct departments of said business 
enterprise.
